Orange Market | 
In Slight Gain 


The market on late season, 
peak-of-quality California navel 
oranges showed some improve- 
ment during the week, particu- 
larly on best quality medium to. 
small sizes. Sales were about 
45 cars iess than the previous 
week as shipments have _ been 
less than sales for the past three 
weeks. The f.o.b. average, while 
unchanged, did not reveal the im- 
proved market trend at the end 
of the week. 

The unfavorable weather pre- 
vailing over many sections of the | 
nation during the past two weeks 
slowed down retail store traffic 
but the trade generally believe 
business will pick up quickly with 
the arrival of more normal spring 
weather. 

Valencia oranges are going 
forward in increasing supply 
from Central-Northern California 
and flavor and juice content of 
the early shipments are said to be 
favorable. Tne Orange Admini- 
strative Committee recommend- 
ed the shipment of 300 cars of 
Central-Northern valencias, plus 
860 cars of Southern California 





navels, for the week beginning 
May 7. This compares with 275 
cars of valencias and 875 cars of 
navels recommended for move- 
ment during the current week. 

The market on California lem- 
ons was generally stronger dur- 
ing: the week ending May 6. Sales 
were approximately 50 cars heav- 
ier and the f.o.b. average was 
‘about 25 cents higher. As a re- 
sult of the increased demand and 
active inquiry from the whole- 
sale trade, the Lemon Admini- 
strative Committe increased the 
pro-rate for the week from 365 
cars to a total of 440 cars; fur- 
ther recommending that the pro- 
rate for the week begininng May 
7 to set at 475 cars. This is the 
time of year when the wholesale 
trade build up stocks to meet any 
sudden upturn in demand which 
may normally be expected with 
the advent of more favorable con- 
suming weather:
